In the circumstances Herr Trimborn’s | 


plan is probably the only way to solve 
a nasty problem. Germany's chief need 
is steadiness, and, if the present efforts 
to form a Cabinet fail, the people will be 
deeply depressed. Revolution beckons 
from Right and Left. On the oné hand 
the monarchy, and on the other the 
Soviet, is being held before the eyes of 
the Germans as a deus ex machina. The 
people themselves are sick of strife and 
want to work. They are impatient of 
political bickefing, and cannot under- 
stand the failure of their representatives 
to form a Government. Consequently 
they are not unwilling to listen to the 
call of the tempter, who promises them 
food, work, and happiness if only they 
will support his particular type of Putech. 
The hopes of all sensible Germans were 
centred in the. Reichstag elections, but 
the event disappointed everybody. It ex- 
posed Germany as a land without a back- 
bone, and provided the extremists on both 
sides with new arguments in favour of 
a dictatorship. The Socialists, once more, 
have been false to their -country’s 
interests. Their refusal to compromise 
with the bowrgeoisic has heightened the 
chances of a coup d'état, and added 
another element of uncertainty to the 
tottering fabric of German society. The 
Socialists form the strongest party in Ger- 
many. They have held office already, 
and, therefore, are fully alive to its 
responsibilities. Their obvious duty, in 
the nation’s emergency, is to sacrifice some 
of their prejudices in the common interest. 
There is no real reason why they should 
not ally themselves with the moderate 
parties of the Right. Such an alliance 
would promote a sense of security in the 
country and tend to counteract the power 
of the extremes. German Socialism, how- 
ever, in 1920 no less than in 1914, leans 
naturally towards the line of least resist- 
ance. It ig essentially flabby and has 
no moral courage. 

‘ue Allied countries are not interested 
in the political complexion of the German 
Government. Their only concern is the 
Treaty of Versailles. At present a con- 
ference is expected to take place at Spa 
early next month. Its raison d'étre will 
be to discuss with German delegates the 
execution of some of the terms of the 
Treaty. Naturally, before German dele- 
gates can come to Spa there must be a 
Government at Berlin to send them, For 
that reason the Allies have a very definite 
interest in the success or failure of Herr 
Trimborn's efforts to form a Cabinet. The

Cancer Research. . 


Medical science, undismayed by a long 
chapter of unsuccess, continues to attack 
the dreadful and stubborn problem of 
cancer. The latest avenue of research 
has been opened by Professor Filiger, 
who, experimenting with rats, noticed that 
a considerable number of them was 
affected by cancer of the stomach. He 
found that the rats came from a sugar 
refinery which was infested with cock- 
roaches, and that, when healthy rats were 
fed with these insects, some of them de- 
veloped cancer. Further investigation 
showed that a minute worm encysted in 
the muscles of the cockroaches was the 
agent of the cancerous growth. The eggs 
of the worm are eaten by the cockroach 
and are hatched within it, and then the 
young worm penetrates to its muscles, It 
is fairly certain that this worm holds 
little danger for men; but science is 
searching now for a possible worm which 
is likely to enter the human body and 
can produce there the same phenomena 
that the cockroach’s worm produces in 
the rat. If such a worm exists and is

At the same time, there is no need 
for the exaggeration displayed in a Lon- 
don paper to-day in stating that trains 
with a seating capacity of 1,000 are only 
a quarter occupied. Such a train would 
need thirty coaches at least. I know of a 
small railway line which would be very use- 
ful to the neighbourhood if it could be re- 
opened after its war elosure..

Railway Problems. 


In his address to the League for the 
Improvement of Relations between Em- 
ployers and Employed, at Manchester yes- 
terday, Mr. G. H. Roberts, M.P., uttered 
a grave warning to organised Labour He 
reminded it that there was a limit to the 
amount which industry could pay, and that 
in many cases it was “ perilously near ” to 
that limit. He might have added, quite 
truthfully, that in some cases the limit 
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may diminish cancer, ag the wholesale 
destruction of the anopheles mosquito has 
diminished malaria. There are many “ ifs ' 
in the argument; the clue is slender; 
and hitherto research has failed to find 
anything resembling a parasite in 
cancerous tissue. It is hardly doubtful, 
however (according to the Medical Corre- 
spondent. of The Times), that “this new 
power to set cancers growing in rats takes 
the study of the disease a step forward.”

The new bishop is a son of the Right Rev. 

He was 
educated at Pembroke College, and at Ridley 
Hall, Cambridge, and was ordained in 1897 for 
the curacy of St. Thomas, Coventry. From 
1902 to 1907 he was missionary of the Cambridg> 
University Mission, Delhi. Returning from

Bill were resumed on Clause 13, which 
deals with the Parliaments to be set up. 
On this question Colonel W. Guinness 
moved an amendment to provide that the 
membership of the Southern Parliament 
should be 145 instead of 128, in order to 
secure the proper representation of Union- 
ists in the South and West by a franchise 
either on a property or religious basis. 

Mr. Walter Long said tha the 
Government were entirely at one 
with the supporters of the amend- 
ment in their desire that the minorit 
in the South and West should be 
adequately represented, but their idea was 
that this could best be secured by reliance 
on the protection of a Second Chamber. 
It was obvious that the Senate would have 
to be constituted in a special way, and 
an amendment to this eMect would be 
placed on the paper befote the report 
stage. .

THE AMAZING STORY OF 
CHILWELL. 

in an éditorial article Zhe Times to-day 
gare:—We publish today an account of the 
amazing “dump” at Ghilwell, near Notting- 
ham, which is perhaps the worst example of the 
waste of war material which has yet been dis- 
closed. Chilwell was originally a munitions 
factory, and was used for the fillmg of high 
explosive shells After the disaster in July, 
1918, which cost 134 lives, it was upparently 
converted into a “dump,” and today, twenty 
‘months after the cessation of hostilities, 1t 
contains almost inctedible quantities of stores 
which are steadily deteriorating. Although the 
Chilwell area includes many buildings, some of 
which are said to be ten acres in extent, tho 
accumulation of material is so immense that 
much of-it has been left to rot in the open.

ORATOR'S AMUSING SPEECHES, 

At Cambridge University yesterday Mr. Lioyd 
George and others received the honorary degree 
of Doctor. of Laws.

IRISH EX-SERVICE MEN. 


In reply to Sir Maurice Dockrell in the House 
of Commons yesterday, Dr. Macnamara said — 
The number of ex-Service men in Ireland claim- 
ing out-of-work donation on June 4 was 19,127, 
compared with 155,915 in England, 2,980 in 
Wales, and 14,097 in Scotland. e had not the 
data enabling him to strike the percentage of 
unemployment contrasted with that of ex- 
Service men in Great Britain. The fullest pos- 
sible information was given by leaflet, poster, 
ete., as to how and where exervice men who 
were unemployed should apply for employment 
or out-of-work donation, and every effort was 
being made to find employment for these men, 
Apart from the out-of-work donation, in cases 
which came within the regulations ex-Service 
men were eligible for grants from the Civil 
Liabilities Department. 

Sir Maurice Dockrell asked if he was aware 
that there was a spirit of profound discontent 
among ex-Service men in Ireland, and that the 
treatment centres were capable of being made 
instructional centres for the training of them.
